Although the 256 kilobytes of random-access 
memory (RAM) resident in the computer already lets 
you keep large documents and many applications 
close at hand, the Memory Expansion Card will hold 
even larger files and programs, further reducing time- 
consuming disk access, The card will also let you run 
the high-performance programs being developed for

• Lets you work faster, because it reduces disk access 
by holding large data files in memory, 

• Lets you create larger files with AppleWorks™ 
Version 2,0 and other sophisticated applications, and 
access all parts of them quickly. 

• Is cost effective, because it lets you choose just the 
amount of additional memory you need, from 256 to 
1024 kilobytes (1 megabyte),

puter's amazing sound and graphics capabilities— 
including those with an interlace similar to that used in 
Macintosh™ applications. 

The Apple IIgs Memory Expansion Caul adds as 
much as a full megabyte of RAM to your computer, in 
256K (kilobyte) increments. This means that the total 
RAM of your computer can be as high as 1, 28Mb 
(megabytes). You can configure and install the card 
yourself, and increase its capacity (up lo the 1Mb limit) 
at any time. 



• Requires no software modifications; applications 
treat this memory just as they would the RAM already 
resident in the computer. 

• Can act as a RAM disk to hold applications as well 
as data files. 

• Can be configured and installed by the user. 

• Is compatible with most Apple II software that takes 
advantage of the Apple II Memory Expansion Card. 



The Apple lies Memory Expansion Card adds as much 
as a full megabyte of additional user memory to the 
Apple tics. Even its basic configuration of 25()K, it will 
give you access lo most of the advanced applications 
being written for the Apple lies, including those with a 
Macintosh-style user interface. 

You'll also benefit from the Memory Expansion Card 
when using current Apple If programs, AppleWorks™ 
2.0 and many other applications immediately recog- 
nize the presence of the additional memory to let you 
create larger data files. (Some software must be modi- 
fied to work with the card; contact the publishers 
for details,) 

The card can also be used as a "RAM disk," storing 
applications and files while still leaving memory avail- 
able for work in progress. Many applications can be 
copied in full onto the card, for maximum efficiency. 
( Most copy-protected programs cannot be stored in 
this way, although sometimes parts of them can be.) 



Depending on the size of your applications and the 
amount of memory installed on the card, you can 
often load multiple applications onto the card and still 
have much of its memory available lor large data files. 
You can even configure the memory card as the star 
tup disk, using the Control Panel on your IIgs, 
Note, however, that memory on the card is tost when 
the computer is turned off, so you must still save ymi 
files on a standard dish Injure ending your session 

The basic Apple lies Memory Expansion card 
comes with 256K of RAM, This can be increased to 
5I2K or 1Mb by installing additional memory chips. 
(Configuring the card for?68K is not recommended 
due to potential problems with certain applications.) 
You can install the chips yourself, or have il done by 
an authorized Apple dealer. The Memory Expansion 
Card plugs right into the memory-expansion slot in 
your Apple IIgs.
